John Fero rode his IT250 Yamaha to 
earn the best overall score at the Trask 
Mountain M.C.'s June 3-4 AMA ISDT 
Qualifier in McMinnville, OR. Fero's 
1081 score topped PE250 Suzuki rider 
Tom Penton's 1090 for 250cc class 
laurels as. well as the overall. Open 
class winner Frank Gallo scored a 1093

Jaak Van Velthoven and Andre Malherbe showed up for the Bel-Ray USGP 
on all-new 420cc KTMs complete with sandcast motor parts. “The wheels 
and tank are about the only thing that’s the same,” American KTM rider 


Frank Stacy said. 





on his KTM ahead of Carl Cranke's 
second place 1106 on his Yamaha. 
Barry Higgins rode to fifth overall, 
third Open classer, on his Maico 
registering an 1114 total. Sixth overall 
on his PE175 was Team Suzuki's Drew 
Smith, the 175cc class winner, with.an 
1120 score. Greg Davis topped the 
125cc class on his Husky; Fred 
Cameron won the 350cc class on his 
KTM. Of 196 starters, 84 finished the 
two-day trial held in mid-90 degree 
temperatures. Trask is the oldest AMA 
Two-Day; 1978 marked the eighth 
running of the event. 


After completing the Trask 
Mountain Two-Day, Barry Higgins 
convinced the organizers of a local 
pro MX that since he needed the 
money to get home, he should be 
allowed to enter. The Open class 
ran late enough in the program that 
he could finish the two-day, then 
ride the same cycle — complete 
with lights and all — in the 
motocross. He finished fifth and, 
we assume, now can afford to go 
home. 


At the weigh-in and sound testing for 
the Bel-Ray USGP of Motocross, 
Heikki Mikkola’s winning Yamaha 
checked in at 222 lbs. and read out 
109 dB (A) on the decibel meter. The 
lightest bike of the meet was four-time 
USGP winner Gerrit, Wolsink's works 
Suzuki with a weight of 216 lb., only 
eight oz. lighter than teammate Roger 
DeCoster’s. Heavyweight “honors” 
went to Rex Staten's Bassett Racing 
Products Yamaha at 242 lb. Quietest 
machine laurels go to Hakan 
Andersson's Husky, Frank Stacy's 
KTM and the Yamahas of Rick 
Burgett and top American Mike Bell, 
all at 104 dB (A) readings. Noisiest, at 
110 dB (A), was Ken Adams' Maico. 


Kawasaki riders Gaylon Mosier 
and Jimmy Weinert raced in the 
USGP under special dispensation 
since Mosier normally rides a 
125cc Kwacker in AMA National 
competition and Weinert is signed 
up for the 250cc class under the '78 
AMA rule that prohibits riders from 
competing in more than one 
displacement category. Thus, 
neither was given an official 
finishing position. Gaylon, 
however, would have finished 
eighth overall by placing 9-16. He 
dropped from sixth to 16th in the 
second moto after a rear shock 
problem developed. The Jammer 
DNF the first moto with brake 
problems, then scored an 11th in 
round two, a placing that would 
have tied him with Graham Noyce 
at 21st. 


Kawasaki's 500cc class rider, Texan 
Steve Stackable, passed up the USGP 
under doctor's orders. Stack twanged 
his knee at the Texas 500cc National 
on the previous weekend; it remains to 
be seen whether he'll be able to race 
the next series event at Sears Point. 


Top American at the Bel-Ray USGP 
of Motocross, Mike Bell raced with 
an injured shoulder acquired when 
he tagged a tree in Texas. 


Tony DiStefano, Team Suzuki's 250cc 
National Champ, was seen spectating 
at Carlsbad wearing his official 
“Spectator” shirt. “This shirt gets 
burned after this weekend!" vowed 
The D in anticipation of racing in the 
500cc AMA National 
Championship/Mr. PiBB MX Series 
starting with the June 11 Sears Point 
race.

OK City comment 


Here I am, two hours south of 
Oklahoma City, mowing and clipping 
my suburbia yard. Exactly two hours 
and 30 minutes ago, I was in the 
Oklahoma State Fairgrounds listening 
to everyone cry about the race 
cancellation. A rain date from the 
previous weekend was cancelled, and 
the cancellation is probably forever — 
for promoter Hugo Shea, thatis. 

How many rain dates can a man 
take for a National — all the officials 
flown in, all the riders, guarantees, 
etc. — two weeks in a row? So, it’s the 
end of a National for this area, the 
home of Freddie Nix, Randy Cleek, 
Gordon Dusenberry, Gary Nixon and 
the many Southwesterners that bust 
their asses every weekend to get to 
Granite City, Santa Fe, Pecataconica, 
White City and other places to get 
their points. 

Rumors and accusations were flying 
when I reached the track 
today..."The track is as good as it 
ever was,"..."Some on the rider 
committee were not ready and saw the 
opportunity . . ." 

Road riders were yelling obscenities 
about Hugo, not knowing that he was 
almost crying himself wanting to get 
the races started. 

Anyway, the best I could figure out, 
several of the top five or 10 high point 
riders in the point standings registered 
an opinion with the AMA that the 
track was unsafe, “too hard” (Hell, 
Oklahoma clay has always been hard). 
Anyway, to re-do the track would have 
taken too long since the rain date also 


included a car race that required the 
motorcycles be off the premises by 5 
т. 

К Being in the decision-making 
position as the AMA officials always 
are, there was no other decision that 
could have been made. If the 
dissenting riders had been over-ridden 
and a race held and some one hurt, 
they were damned. Yet, they decided 
not to run, nobody got hurt 
(physically), and they are still 
damned. 

Hugo Shea, the promoter who has 
done so much in showmanship and for 
all phases of the sport is the big loser as 
well as those who have benefited so 
much from his generosity. 

Yes, we could have had a race at 
Oklahoma City. I've seen worse at 
Urbana, IL, worse at Terre Haute, 
IN, and many worse in Georgia and 
Florida. But is it always worth it? 
There aren’t that many riders used to 
hard clay ovals like we have to put up 
with in the South anymore. No 
horsetracks here. 

Brings to mind one early morning in 
around 1951 or '52...A bunch of us 
Texans pulled into Norton, KS about 
5 a.m. The sun was just coming up, 
and the track attendant: was just 
fixing to tear up and rebuild the track 
for the night’s event because it had a 
couple of holes in the turn. 

“Stop! Leave it as it is,” they said, 
“This is the best track we've seen all 
season!” 


Could this have been the real 
difference today — northern decisions 
about southern tracks — or the spectre 
of last summer’s ABC Terre Haute 
broadcast? It just looks like Hugo was 
a victim of circumstance and nobody 
can be blamed. Everyone involved in 
the momentous decision аге 
responsible and respectable, people to 
be trusted. 


The big thing is that Hugo has 
taken it upon himself to put something 
back in to the motorcycle sport and 
share some of his wealth, luck or 
whatchamaycall it. Whatever it is, he's 
one of hundreds of dealers, and only 
he by himself, paying all the bills, has 
tried to make a National Dream come 
true for the Oklahoma area. 


Nów, how about all you other 
dealers and distributors іп Һе 
southwestern and south central states? 


Why can't you get together and make 
something happen again! 

I can remember AMA planning 
meetings when Harley and Indian 
Dealers were fighting over AMA 
sanctioned meets for their towns in 
Texas and Oklahoma. When Indian 
went under, however, the Harley 
dealers let down, and apparently the 
import brands could care less about 
what brings out enthusiastic riders as 
long as they are selling all they can. 
The last AMA planning meeting I 
attended, only Hugo's crew was there. 

There's no crop insurance for a race 
promoter, unlike the farmer. But how 
about you distributors? Get together, 
and let's not let this be the last 
National promotion in the. south 
central area. Have you got guts? Hugo 
has. Let's give him a hand!

500cc World Championship MX Series — Round seven 








Mikkola, Schmitz take it to the limit:

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 4 


Reigning 500cc MX World Champion Heikki 
Mikkola bounced his Heikki Penttila-tuned 
works Yamaha to overall victory on the hard, 
rutted 1.3-mile Carlsbad Raceway motocross 


course, edging Team Maico’s 
Herbert Schmitz in a 3-1 to 1-3 
tiebreaker by a 1:00.84 minute 
margin in the Bel-Ray USGP of 
Motocross. Mikkola’s total time for the 
two 40-minute-plus-two-lap motos was 
93:32.80 minutes; Schmitz, riding the 
Steve Stasiefski-tuned Maico, 


registered a 94:33.64. 

Mikkola's 3-1 score added 25 GP 
series points to his previous 147-point 
total. Team Honda's American hope 
in 500cc World Championship com- 


petition, Brad Lackey, saw his second 
place in the point standings fall off 
Mikkola's pace by 13 points when he 
turned in a DNF-2, good for only 12 
GP points. Mikkola now holds a 34- 
point lead; 172 to Lackey's 138. 

Brad Lackey recorded the fastest 
qualifyuing time of the meet with a 
2:18.4 average lap time for the three 
fastest of five timed laps in practice. 
Mikkola followed, one second back, 
with a 2:19.08. Andre Malherbe of the 
KTM team qualified third with a 
2:20.50 ahead of Suzuki's four-time 





USGP winner Gerrit Wolsink who was 
timed at 2:20.56. 

Team Yamaha's Mike Bell was the 
fifth-fastest qualifier with a 2:21.06, 
and it was Bell who went home with 
"Top American" honors — third 
overall — when Lackey ran into 
problems in the first moto. Rounding 
out the top 10 fastest qualifiers were 
Roger DeCoster, Hakan Andersson, 
Danny LaPorte, Graham Noyce and 
Jaak Van Velthoven. 

The spectators — estimated at 
35,600 by Trippe, Cox Associates who 
promoted the event — were Lackey- 
backers, each and everyone. When 
“Bad Brad” led the 500cc 
International class through turn one at 
the start of the first moto, the 
Carlsbad turf shook more from their 
roar of approval than the roar of the 
25 Open class motocross machines. 

But Lackey's moment of glory was 
short-lived. His Honda spit its chain 
on the opening lap, and while he 
rethreaded it, the pack shot past. 








“This super-duper heavy-duty chain 
guide we're using has a lightweight 
mounting bracket," mechanic Bill 
Buchka. explained later. “Не 
apparently hit it pretty hard — broke 
the bracket.” The guide didn't come 
off; it flopped around in place and 
eventually knocked the chain off again 
five laps later, forcing Brad out for the 
moto. 

Rex Staten, riding his Marty Smith- 
tuned ` Bassett Racing Products 
Yamaha, took over the lead when 
Lackey dropped back. Hot on his tail 
was Team Suzuki's former World 
Champ. Roger DeCoster, Yamaha's 
Rick "Lumberjack" Burgett, Herbert 
Schmitz, Husqvarna's Hakan 
Anderson and Mike Bell. Team 
Honda's Marty Smith, KTM's Jaak 
Van Velthoven, Сап-Ат'ѕ Сагу 
Semics and Gerrit Wolsink rounded 
out the top 10 at the completion of lap 
one. Mikkola was 15th. 

Staten and DeCoster quickly pulled 
away from the rest, involved in a hard-

fought duel that ended when DeCoster 
went wide on a turn, hit a hard clay 
berm lip and went over the bars. He 
remounted quickly, losing only a few 
spots, and began to work back toward 
the front. 

Mike Bell, at about the same time, 
tagged Herbert Schmitz in the rear 
wheel when the German apparently 
missed a shift. Bell had just moved 
into third according to mechanic Dave 
Osterman, but the fall dropped him 
back to 16th where he tried to make 
up for lost time. 

By the end of lap three, Staten was 
enjoying a good lead. Schmitz had 
passed Burgett and held down second 
place. Andersson rode in fourth with 
an anxious-to-pass Roger DeCoster an 
impatient fifth. 

Then Staten dropped out; his motor 
had begun to seize. 

"It started to seize, so I just shut off 
and coasted in," Rex said between 
motos. “We tried some new reeds... I 
guess they went out on us... and I was 





really goin'...damn it! If it stays 
together, TIl win the next one.’ 

Fifteen minutes into the race, 
Herbert Schmitz held an 1l-second 
lead over Rick Burgett, Hakan 
Andersson, Roger DeCoster, Gerrit 
Wolsink and Jaak Van Velthoven. 

Andersson was the next to fade. 
He'd undergone an operation on a 
tendon in his hand (thumb), and had 
hit it during practice on Saturday. 
The pain became too much to bear, 
and he was forced to back off, unable 
to hang on. 

Twenty-five minutes into the moto, 
Schmitz still led safely, but the race for 
positions two through four had 
tightened considerably. DeCoster had 
closed to pressure Burgett, and Danny 
LaPorte, 13th at the end of lap one, 
had fought his way up behind 
DeCoster. Only a few seconds back, 
Gerrit Wolsink was holding off Heikki 
Mikkola. 

DeCoster found a way around 
Burgett; then two laps later, LaPorte 


followed, taking over third place. 
Another lap passed, and Mikkola, who 
had gotten past Wolsink, also overtook 
the Lumberjack making it Schmitz, 
DeCoster, LaPorte, Mikkola and 
Burgett in command of the top five 
spots. 

The top two places were secure 
when the two-laps-to-go sign came 
out. Schmitz and DeCoster, barring 
any unexpected failures, had them 
wrapped up. 

But Mikkola was making Danny 
LaPorte’s job of holding third a 
difficult task indeed. The situation 
had the makings of a great down-to- 
the-wire duel, but on the last half lap, 
LaPortes | machine ‘decided the 
outcome. 

"It happened at the uphill, right 
where he passed me," Danny said after 
the race. The spline on™ the 
countershaft sprocket sheared, leaving 
LaPorte, by the time he finally crossed 
the finish line, with no power to the 
rear wheel at all. He pushed in, 


exhausted, losing three places to 
Mikkola, Bell (who had put in a very 
impressive recovery ride from 16th) 
and Burgett. 

Seventh through 10th places went to 
Gerrit Wolsink, Jaak Van Velthoven, 
Tommy Croft and Gary Semics. 

“TIl do better next moto,” Mike Bell 
promised himself. "I'd be happy with 
first. American, but I'd like to do 
better." 

Moto two saw Lackey again take the 
holeshot on his Bill Buchka-tuned 
RC450 Honda, but Mikkola was right 
at his elbow keeping the pressure on. 
Only a few feet back were KTM's 
Andre Malherbe, first moto winner 
Herbert Schmitz on his Maico, Husky's 
Hakan Anderson and  Can-Am 
teamster Gary Semics. 

By the end of the opening lap, 
Mikkola had the lead. Lackey had the 
Finn within easy reach, and the pair 
settled into a high speed pace that 
soon drew them away from the race for 
third between Malherbe and Schmitz. 
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Roger DeCoster chases Rick “Lumberjack” Burgett in the first moto. Burgett finally 
surrendered to DeCoster’s charge, but continued on for a 5-9 fourth overall and finished 
second American behind teammate Mike Bell. 


Rex Staten’s hopes for a win in the 
second moto suffered an extreme 
setback when he fouled a plug on the 
starting line. Marty Smith, too, after 
changing suspension components 
between motos, was attempting to put 
in a better performance. But as the 
starting line dust settled, it was Smith 
and Staten bringing up the rear. 

Andersson held fifth as they came 
around for the first time, and he was 
followed by a four-way struggle for 
sixth among Van Velthoven, Semics, 
DeCoster and Mike Bell. Burgett rode 
in 10th with Noyce, LaPorte, Croft, 
Gaylon Mosier and Jimmy Weinert in 
close formation. 

Bell was already flying; he picked 
off both DeCoster and Semics on the 
second lap. Schmitz was also on the 
move, and before the end of lap four, 
he'd found a line past Malherbe and 
settled into third place. 

Fifteen minutes into the moto, 
Mikkola and Lackey still cruised along 
out in front. Schmitz and Malherbe 


seemed secure in the 3-4 slots. But 
Andersson, Bell and DeCoster had a 
three-way struggle going for fifth 
place. It ended a lap later when Bell 
came around alone in fifth. Both 
Andersson and DeCoster were back in 
the mob. DeCoster had stalled his 
motor, and Suzuki teammate Gerrit 
Wolsink was too close behind. 

“I had gotten a bad start,” Wolsink 
said, “but was catching up. Then 
Roger killed his engine, and I ran 
right full into him!” 

Andersson also ran into difficulties, 
and with his sore hand he wasn’t able 
to regain lost time. Bell took fifth and 
held it to the end. DeCoster fell again, 
his throttle was sticking, and he pulled 
into the pits. 

Then Lackey closed on Mikkola, 
and the race of the day began at 
approximately the 25-minute mark. 
Their progress around the Carlsbad 
track could be traced by the crowd's 
roar as the top two title contenders 
engaged in an intense 15-minute duel 


for the moto win. 

Lackey kept the leader in his sights, 
and at one point pulled alongside to 
pass. But Mikkola held firm, then in 
the closing laps seemed to dial it on 
even harder. Lackey dropped back, 
admittedly tired, to take second place 
behind the World Champion. 


Schmitz held third, Malherbe 
fourth. For the Maico rider, Schmitz, 
third was good enough to tie for the 
overall win with Mikkola. Malherbe 
had DNF the first moto, which with 
his fourth place in round two, cost him 
one position іп the World 
Championship title chase. He'd held 
fourth-in the point standings before 
Carlsbad with 66 points over Schmitz's 
59 total. When the Bel-Ray USGP of 
Motocross was over, Schmitz held 
fourth with 84 points over Malherbe's 
74. DeCoster maintained his third 
position in the point standings at 101. 


But Mike Bell on his Team Yamaha 
machine was the American hero of the 


Team Honda's Tommy Croft 
to a sixth overall on his Alan Hahn- 
tuned RC450. 


Lanky Jaak Van Velthoven was 
eighth in moto one; DNF the second. 


day, third overall with a 4-5 score. 

Rounding out the top 10 in the final 
moto were Maico's Terry Clark in 
sixth, Rex Staten, Gary Semics, Rick 
Burgett and Tommy Croft. Clark had 
broken his front brake lever in a first 
moto crash and DNF that moto, 
settling for 11th overall. 


Staten had put in a remarkable 
comeback ride from last to seventh 
place in spite of having to ride an 
overly-rich machine, an attempt to 
keep it from sticking again. 

Danny LaPorte, after pushing his 
bike across in sixth in round one, got a 
bad start in the second race, then was 
forced out when his clutch began 
slipping in round two. The damaged 
countershaft from moto one forced 
tuner Pat Alexander to pull a motor 
swap between motos, and time didn't 
allow careful clutch adjustment before 
Danny had to use it hard. 

Yamaha's Rick Burgett took fourth 
overall with a 5-9 total; Gary Semics

Hakan Andersson, Brad Lackey and 
Roger DeCoster completed the top 10 
overall with 13-13, DNF-2 and 2-DNF 
scores respectively. 


250cc Support class 


Supporting the 500cc class of the 
Bel-Ray United States Grand Prix 
were a host of 250cc future hopefuls of 
the International circuit. Team 
Honda was out in force and 
dominated the two 20-minute-plus- 
two-lap motos, but Darrell Shultz 
brought his privateer Maico out for 
Rancho Cordova Suzuki and Hi-Point 
West to keep the big red factory on its 
toes. 


As the pack shot off the line the first 
moto, Honda-mounted Dave Taylor 
grabbed his "usual" holeshot, but was 
quickly passed by Honda's Jimmy Ellis. 


Roger DeCoster crashed in the second moto trying to ride with a sticking throttle. The crash caused DeCoster's 
retirement from that moto; his first moto second put him at 10th overall. 


Gary Semics (17) battled with Rex Staten over seventh place in the second moto. Staten took it, but a seizure in the 


first moto kept him off the leaderboard. Semics’ 10-8 score got him a fifth overall. 


Warren Reid and Shultz were dicing 
for third as Texan Rickey Blackwell 
rode fifth. 

At the halfway point, Ellis was 
holding the lead, Shultz fought 
desperately to hold back Reid, and 
Taylor had settled into fourth. Then, 
all hell broke loose. Ellis threw his 
chain, dropped back to third, set up 
another pass on Reid, then threw it 
again. 

Schultz was left in command, but 
Team Honda wanted the win as Reid 
pressured down to the wire. As the duo 
pulled Ellis over the last ridge, the 
mad dash for the checkers left Reid 
two feet short of the win. Shultz took 
the moto with Ellis, Taylor and Jeff 
Jennings rounding out the top five. 


As the second moto smacked the 
gate, Taylor again grabbed the lead 
until Chuck Sun took command. Reid 
was there along with Shultz, but Ellis 
got caught back in seventh. Captain 
Cobalt put on a charge that was 


captured, in the words on the 
blackboard of his father/wrench 
George: "Must win." It took until lap 
five, where Ellis passed Reid and 
Shultz. 


Reid was now left in the pressure 
position. If he took the lead, the 
overall was his. But if he allowed 
Shultz to slide by, he would get stuck 
in third overall. 


When the white flag waved, it was 
every man for himself among the top 
three. The trio ran neck and neck as 
Shultz set up his pass on Reid. At the 
bottom of the downhill, Darrell went 
for it. He pulled beside the factory 
Honda, hit the turn and in a cloud of 
dust found himself pulling weeds off to 
the side of the track. He quickly 
remounted in third, but the two 
Hondas were too far out front to make 
another challenge. 


As they crossed the line, Ellis took 
the win with Reid second. Sun had 
passed Shultz before they crested the 


drop-off to take third. Fifth went to 
factory Suzuki pilot Mark Barnett. 

In the overalls, Ellis took first with 
Reid second, Shultz third, Jeff 
Jennings fourth and Mark Barnett 
fifth. e.

Springer wins; Scott claims, 
also wins

AMA Grand National Champion Jay Spring- 
steen rode to his second consecutive victory in 
as many weeks, and in doing so, took a firm 


grasp on the champions 


Steve - Eklund, for the second 
week in a row played runner-up 
on his Zanotti Enterprises XR 
while third spot was filled by 
Springer's Harley-Davidson teammate 
Ted Boody. Rounding out the top five 
were Garth Brow, aboard the 
Klotz/Wiseco Piston XR and Hank 
Scott riding for Carl Partick Racing. 


However, the checkered flag did not 
signal an end to the warfare. Gary 
Scott, with a $6,500 check in hand 
sought out race officials and lodged a 
claim on Springer’s XR. Springsteen, 
Chuck Palmgren and Mike Kidd 
entered counter claims (via H-D 


hip series points lead. 


money). But when the draw was made, 
it was Scott who overcame the odds. 
“Luck,” said Scott, “is finally turning 
in my direction.” 

Scott had lodged not only a claim on 
Springer's bike, but a protest against 
him also. Scott, citing Chapter X, 
Section 23 of the AMA professional 
dirt track competition rule book, 
charged Springer under a rule which 
(paraphrased) covers the use of 
intoxicants or stimulants which might 
affect the mental or physical abilities 
of a rider. Appropriate tests were 
taken with the findings due within 
approximately two weeks. The AMA is 
withholding Springer’s prize monies 
pending the outcome. 


Springer increased his margin in the 
series points tally to 18 (91-73) over 
Steve Eklund who moved into second 
place in the standings. Skip Aksland, 
who crashed unhurt on the 13th lap, 
dropped to third place with 68 points. 


Time trials 

For the first time in many years, 
Louisville’s limestone surface offered 
what many considered to be a superb 
racing surface. Five riders, led by Ted 
Boody (24.697) broke the 25-second 
barrier. Boody's Harley factory mount 
was followed by teammate Jay 
Springsteen with Steve Eklund, aboard 
the Zanotti Enterprises XR timing 
third fastest. Hank Scott put his Carl 
Patrick Racing Harley into the fourth 
slot while Mike Kidd (still riding under 
his soon-to-be-announced sponsorship 
banner although he currently receives 
aid from Bel-Ray, Arai Helmets, 
Wells Boot Center, S&W Shocks and 
Lectron) was the final rider to trip the 
clock at under 25 seconds. 


Heats 


The racing in the heats provided a 
setting for the resi of the evening. 



















Although the track was in super 
condition, the heats were often follow- 
the-leader affairs with a visibly obvious 
distinction between those riders with 
good machinery and those whose 
efforts were less than 100% 
committed. 

The first heat provided the best 
come-from-behind performance of the 
evening. Garth Brow worked from a 
slow start (“The spray was so bad I 
couldn't see at first.") to gobble up 
Ted Boody in the closing laps for 
second place. Mike Kidd wanted 
nothing to do with any battles and ran 
away on the opening lap. Brow's 
Klotz/Wiseco Piston Harley had been 
fine-tuned by Babe’ DeMay and 
showed plenty of power. 

The heats would also set a pattern 
for the evening of red-flagged starts 
due to severe cases of anticipation by 
numerous riders of the starting light 
system. 

Jay Springsteen showed the muscle of 
his Bill Werner-tuned factory Harley 
in heat two by putting almost half a 
lap between himself and the rest of the 
field at the checkered flag. Second and 


third places were another story as Joey 
Purdue (a Rookie Expert competing in 
his first National), Billy Schaeffer and 
a cookin' Chuck Palmgren battled to 
the flag. Palmgren controlled the 
destiny of the placings as he shuffled 
from second back to sixth and then 
came on to regain second on the final 
lap from Purdue. 

Steve Morehead, Gary Scott and 
Steve Eklund began heat three as a six- 
wheeled freight train. Scott . soon 
found himself and his KK Supply 
Harley quickly dropped to the caboose 
section while Morehead sought to show 
Eklund the rear tire of his KK 
Insurance/KK Supply XR. Morehead 
and Eklund traded the lead on laps 
four and five, but then Eklund came 
on strong and the finish was an equi- 
distant affair for the trio with Eklund 
in a secure lead. 

Louisville has Harley-Davidson 
written all over it, but someone forgot 
to tell Rickey Campbell. Campbell 
and his KK  Supply/Kennedy 
Triumph-sponsored Triumph terror- 
ized an ll.rider Harley horde for 
five of the 10-lap affair in heat four. 
Skip Aksland (*Hey, am I jazzed. Do 
you know I've never even made it out 
of time trials here before.") nipped by 
Campbell on lap five for the ultimate 
victory. Terry Poovey, on the Ted 
Poovey/ Bel-Ray/Fox Distributing/Mid- 
City Harley-Davidson XR dropped 
Campbell to third a lap later. 


Semis 

Semifinal time found a lot of 
"name" riders gazing upon their last 
chance to make the National. It was 
nitty-gritty time with only the winner 
from the two events going on the run 
for the glory. 

Billy Schaeffer's lead in semi one 


| was short-lived as Kenny McDonald, 


aboard the injured Lance Jones’ Sure- 
Fire Distributing XR (Jones broke his 
right ankle while hang gliding prior to 
the Denver National) put the blitz on. 
McDonald held the lead while Jackie 
Mitchell moved his Bel-Ray Harley 
into position to grab the lead three 
laps from the end and take the victory. 


It took Hank Scott a trio of restarts 
before he could find his way to the 
checkered flag. Halfway through the 
race Dave Aldana and Scott Pearson 
tangled in turn two, The results was a 
lot of mangled machinery and one 
bruised and badly-shaken Pearson.

A quiet and purposeful Ted Boody 
exploded from a normally poor 
starting position in the middle of the 
one row start to grab the lead and 
stake a claim to it as he broke free 
from the rest of the pack. Springer, 
Eklund, Hank Scott (“How I managed 
to get such a good start from the inside 

le, TIl never know.”), Brow and 
Morehead followed in a free swapping 
mass of action. 

Brow made his move to fourth on 
lap two stick. The action, although 
still close in the front ranks, was just as 
heavy from mid-pack оп. А 
thoroughly jazzed Chuck Palmgren 
had his Dan Gurney Racing XR 
moving through the ranks (Palmgren 
had wanted to “win this sucker badly.” 
Ignition problems would slow his 
charge near the end.) with Mike Kidd 
in tow. Skip Aksland and Gary Scott 
were also making determined charges. 

Jackie Mitchell then moved up to 
challenge the Palmgren/Kidd/Aksland/ 
Scott/Campbell express. Mitchell then 
hit a rut in turn three on lap six (“I 
thought I was going over the bars — 
twice.”) that made him rethink his 
challenger role. Aksland caught fire 
on lap nine and moved by Kidd, 
disposing of Palmgren one lap later. 

The action returned to the leading 
trio as Springer, who had been seeking 
Boody's weak spots for three laps, 
moved alongside and then past as they 
hit turn one on lap 10. Eklund then 
moved in for the kill and got past 
Boody on lap 12. 

"I had the darn thing wired,” said 
Boody later, “but I got tired from 
running in the rough stuff. I could 
have run off and hid.” The 
disappointment showed on Boody's 
face. 

Skip Aksland's disappointment was 
tempered with a knowledge that his 
dirt track equipment and ability to 
run on eastern tracks is in good shape. 
Aksland, while running in a pack 
vying for sixth stuffed it into turn three 
and went down in a cloud of dust. 
"Losing the points hurt," commented 
Aksland. 

By lap 15, the activity had ceased in 
the top five places with Springer, 
Eklund, Boody, Brow and Hank Scott 
droning on toward the checkered flag. 
Steve Morehead appeared safe in sixth 
until two laps later when an audible 
clanking on his engine signaled its 
demise. Rickey Campbell, playing a 
waiting game, had his patience pay off 
as Palmgren's battery went sour 
dropping him to eighth. 

One only had to view the standing, 
cheering crowd as Springer took the 
checkers to know that it was a popular 
victory. 

Eklund noted later that he "should 
have tried the low line earlier." Brow 
and Hank Scott were also lamenting 
problems. "I chose the wrong tire — 
front and rear," wailed Brow. "I had 
no rear brake and a terrible 
vibration," said Scott. "It could have 
been a different race." е

HYVINKAA, FINLAND, MAY 21 


Brad Lackey had to play follow the leader to 
the “Flying Finn,” Heikki Mikkola, as the 
defending champion swept both motos - his 
third sweep of the series so far - on his home 


circuit of Hyvinkaa near 
Finland’s capitol city of 
Helsinki. Lackey's performances 
in both motos enabled him to 


stay within 16 points of defending 
champion Mikkola in the points table. 

British Champion Graham Noyce, 
Lackey's teammate on the works Hon- 
da, had far and away his best ride this 
GP season. Fourth and third places 
gave him, at one stroke, as many poin- 
ts as he's earned all season - 18. Now 
he's eighth placed at 36 points. 

The circuit. combined many high 
jumps with deep sand and hard dusty 
straights and corners. It was tough on 
riders and even tougher on the bikes. 
Both Belgian Suzuki rider Andre 
Vromans and Lackey suffered collap- 
sed wheels in practice. 

The huge crowd enjoyed sunny 
weather and roared their approval as 
Mikkola blasted away from the start of 
the first moto and into the lead. 
"Hessu, Hessu," they chanted 
Mikkola's nickname. Dutch works 
Suzuki rider Gerrit Wolsink, who 
came close to beating the Finn in 
Denmark two weeks earlier, was hard 
on Mikkola's heels at the start followed 
by Noyce, Belgian works KTM rider 
Andre Malherbe, and Lackey. 

An on-form Wolsink took Mikkola 
fair and. square mid-way through the 
race and held the Finn at bay for 
several laps. But then disaster struck as 
his Suzuki's rear wheel began to break 
up and tragically Wolsink was forced 
to retire. 

Lackey gradually disposed of 
Malherbe and Noyce to finish some 15 
seconds down on Mikkola at the flag. 
Way down the field was Malherbe with 
Noyce trailing behind in fourth after a 
long battle to keep ahead of multi- 
World Champion Belgian Roger 
DeCoster. 

After seizing in practice, Swedish 
works Husqvarna rider Hakan Ander- 


sson unhappily dropped out of the first 
race.with a rear wheel puncture and a 
front wheel that was breaking up. : 

Again Mikkola took the start as the 
gate dropped for the second race. And 
again Wolsink was hard on his heels, 
chased this time by lanky Belgian Jaak 
Van Velthoven (KTM), Noyce and 
Lackey. On the first lap though, 
Lackey took Noyce апа Van 
Velthoven dropped out of the running 
when his chain broke. 

Gerrit Wolsink's hopes of a top 
placing went out the window as his 
throttle jammed and his drive chain 
began to slip, setting the seal on the 
tall dentist's day of despair. 


DeCoster retired half way through 
the race after a horrendous over the 
handlebars crash as he landed from a 
high jump. The six points: gained in 
the first race means that DeCoster 
keeps his third place in the table. But 
his tally of 67 points is a almost half 
that of Mikkola's and any chances he 
had of becoming World Champion for 
the sixth time this year are now prac- 
tically non-existant. 

British four stroke CCM works rider 
Bob Wright crashed on the first lap of 
the first race and retired with a broken 
front brake lever. Next time out he 
was left on the line when his bike 
stalled with an ignition fault. He bat- 
tled up to 11th place by the last lap, 
then his CCM chucked a big end and 
he retired. а e.

Sixberry sizzles at Hi- 
Siders D-37 GP

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, JUNE 3-4 


Between 300 and 400 riders gathered together 
at Racing World for the weekend as they raced, 
partied and had an all-around good time at the 
Anaheim Hi-Siders’ first AMA District 37 
Grand Prix. Sunny skies and high temperatures 


made the racing doubly hot while 
spectators and pit crews shed their 
clothes (well, most of them) to 
keep from sweating to death. 


While many riders were present to 
do battle (including perennial desert 
rider John McCown and Kookie III), 
some of the heavy-duty desert aces 
were conspicuously absent, including 
Larry Roeseler, Bruce Ogilvie and 
Dennis Greene who were down south 
pre-running next week's Baja event. 
Their absence gave other riders a 
chance to catch up on points. Mike 
Sixberry rode his Crown Cycles 
Yamaha 400 to take a blazing, but 
close,win over Maico pilot Chuck 
Pettigrew in Sunday's climactic Open 
Amateur/Expert event. Earlier in the 
day, P. Christensen did it to the 250cc 
Amateur/Experts. 

The Hi-Siders chopped out a rugged 
four-mile-plus course out of the 
Racing World terrain, creating one 
“easy” circuit for the Novice classes 
and a gnarly one for the Open 
Amateur/Experts. Including rocks, 
ruts, uphills and ridge-running fire 
roads, both courses had a 15-foot killer 
jump about a third of the way around 
that sent many riders on Saturday sky- 
high with no trouble at all if they had 


any kind of speed behind them. 
Fortunately, there were only a couple 
of get-offs here, with one Sportsman 
class rider getting sent to the hospital 
for eating one too many rocks when he 
took the big dive. The only other 
interesting crash was when two 
sidehackers, attempting to climb up 
one hillside trail, had their rig tumble 
back on them. Even though the 
passenger got tangled in the crash, 
nobody was hurt. Even though the 
track was doused with liberal doses of 
water, some secitons remained dusty. 
Mid-afternoon winds managed to 
handle that problem. 

The first 75-minute race to get 
underway on Saturday was the small- 
bore Beginners and Novices at 9 a.m. 
G. Woodling was the overall winner, 
followed by T. Willis and J. 
Langhammer. The  . smallbore 
Amateur/Expert race that followed 
was captured by Steve Wiseman after 
an intense duel with Bob Rutten, who 
finished second overall. K. Hopkins 
followed home for third. 

The biggest class of the day was the 
Sportsman class, which had over 30 
entries. Troy Hollis took the lead, with 
M. Mathes second and S. Lutz third: 
Mathes had second all locked up 
during the entire nine laps of the race

until he fell off 50 yards from the 
checkered flag on the last lap. Lutz 
moved up accordingly, with E. Rittner 
third. Mathes got back up to take 
fourth, 

The last race of the day was the 
250cc Beginner-Novices. C. Wangurd 
took the win over S. Bushnell, second, 
and B. Ashcraft, third. 

Sunday got off with the 250cc 
Amateur/Experts first on the starting 
line. Beginning with a straddle-the- 
front-wheel-banner start that started 
all of the classes, Bob Rutten zipped 
into the lead. Rutten, who finished 
second Expert smallbore the day 
before, stretched his lead and looked 
unaprroachable until rear brake 
problems put his Harley out of the 
race. P. Christensen inherited the 
lead, finishing with Danny Sanchez 
and Mike Eckardt in tow. 

The second event of the day 
combined the Women's and Senior 
classes. Overall winners were Nate 
Sciacqua, first, with A. Stinebaugh 
and J. McGraw second and third 
respectively. Of the Women, Trudy 
Beck took the win, followed by Kathy 
Wiseman and Sue Hopkins. 

The Open Beginner/Novic and 
Sidehack classes shared the same track 
for 75 minutes during the afternoon. 
Bruce Felker and Paul Huffman were 
both Can-Am-mounted and took the 
first two places, while Steve Downing 
finished third on a Husky. In the 
Sidehacks, John Deacon and Gordon 
MacLean piloted a nearly stock 900 
Kawasaki to a big win. Except for the 
addition of the chair and a change in 
handlebars, the Kawi looked out of 
place compared to the competition. 
James and Gary Milton rode a 360 
Yamaha to fill second with Yamaha- 
mounted Bob Hicks and Al DeCosta 


third. 
The final race of the GP was the 
Open Amateur/Experts. Mike 


Sixberry (Yam) grabbed the lead off 
the start, followed by Craig Adams 
(KTM) and Chuck Pettigrew (Mai). 
Sixberrys lead was slowly being 
trimmed by Adams as both riders 
resorted to some radical riding as they 
made their way around. About 
halfway through the race, Adams 
broke his chain and was down for a 
couple of laps until he got back on the 
track. Taking over for Adams, 
Pettigrew started to put the heat on 
Sixberry as he began to tire toward the 
end of the race. Mike took the win over 
Chuck with less than six seconds to 
spare. Troy Hollis (Suz) took third. 

All riders thought that the Hi-Siders 
had done a really fine job. Considering 
that this was their first GP, it wasn’t a 
bad job.

Smith shines in Oregon State Na

Drew Smith, riding for Team Suzuki on a PE 
175, won the Oregon State National Enduro, 
besting teammate Mike Rosso, “B” rider Dale 
Warmath and another Team Suzuki rider, 


Ted Worrell. 


The Lobos Motorcycle Club 
of Oregon City, OR, put on their 
first National enduro and what 
could have been a routine event 


turned into a happening. The out-of- 
state riders competing in the event said 
that it was close to the finest, if not the 
finest, course they had ever ridden. 
When the club elected to run the 
event, they decided it would have to be 
a club commitment. 


The whole. club worked on this 
enduro and they began in the fall of 
"77. The 127-mile course was divided 
up into four sections and teams were 
assigned to one of the four. New trails 
were made and no matter what the 
weather, work went on, even in the 
snow. So much dedication went into 
laying out the course that one 
member, Cal Holbert, lost an eye 
while working on the course and was 
back working on it two weeks later. 


The course was run in the coastal 
mountain range about 60 miles due 
west of Portland. It had everything 
from river crossings to mountain 
ledges, shale rock to tacky traction soil 
and super fast fire roads to slow trail 
like sections. 


The day started with a misty-like 
rain. The first part of the course was a 
fast lower-level fire road, then off into 
narrow, uphill, tree-lined trails. By 
the time the first riders came through 
the first check, they had climbed 3,000 


feet and were into the bottoms of the 
clouds. 

After the first check most of the 80- 
rider field were still intact and running 
near to or on time. The weather was 
beginning to clear and patches of sun 
were seen around the mountains and 
valleys. 

Drew Smith was running on time to 
the second. At this point so was Mike 
Rosso, his teammate. In a 
conversation later with Drew he was 
asked what major difference in terrain 
and soil did he remember the most. 
His answer was that he had never seen 
so many icebergs and that he kept 
hitting them and they didn't budge. 
He later explained that the icebergs he 
was referring to were the small pointy 
rocks that just broke through the 
surface but were huge boulders below 
the ground. Drew zeroed the course 
and for the whole day picked up only 
11 seconds of error. This was 
considered impossible to do by the 
club in discussing the possibility of it 
actually happening. 

Rosso, at this point, was still on 
schedule and at the 127-mile mark 
had only lost one minute after riding 
the last 40 miles with a flat tire. One of 
the physical things mentioned was the 
traction of the course. Back East there 
is a lot of sand and pea gravel so you 
ride for that. The area here had to be 
ridden differently and tire pressure 
had a lot to do with the handling. The 
locals are used to it and run the same 
basic pressure. The eastern riders had 





to make allowances. There were areas 
that offered 100% traction and then 
right after that the surface would 
throw the rear end around. Rosso said 
he had to learn to connect the throttle 
to the wheel again. Wheelspin and 
skipping the back end out was a major 
factor going up the uphills. 

Dale Warmath, up from Eureka, 
CA, riding the 250cc B class on a 
Wizzer (KTM) was on time at the 
second check. He managed to finish 
first 250cc B and third overall, thus 
beating all the AA riders and most A 
riders. 

Jeff Allen, halfway through the run, 
had dropped two minutes and was, 
pushing to make it up. Didn't happen 
though as he had a four-minute 
penalty by the end of the event. He 
pulled a first 250cc A and a fourth 
overall. 

Ted Worrell, riding for Team 
Suzuki, found that he had to make 
some riding tactic changes on this 
course. Instead of powering round a 
turn, like it can be done in many 
areas, he had to be constantly aware of 
possible slides and the possibility of 
trees felled by earth movement. Some 
of the time he lost was due to this 
change, which was made later on in 
the course, after going down rather 
hard and punishing his shoulder. He 
did get the first AA award and a fifth 
overall. _Time penalty was seven 
minutes and $2 seconds. 

John Wilkey, riding a IT 175, was 
moving along close to time and, at the 
80-mile mark, was feeling that he 
might have a chance for a high finish 
when he lost a chain and was out of the 
event. John, 37, feels that this was his 
only chance for a National Enduro. 
Being a family man, it’s not easy to 
follow the circuit. As much as you 
want to do this thing, it’s not always 
possible. The bike was carefully 
prepared, he had trained all winter 
and was in top form. To be motoring 





close to the factory boys is a thrill plus 
being close to time. Then to have a 
chain break is a tough situation to 
handle. By the time someone came 
along with the right parts, he was 30 
minutes late. 

Bob Popiel on a 390 Husky and 
riding AA, locked up second place in 
class and sixth overall. Right behind 
him was privateer Randy Paulich on a 
400 Maico. Randy said the run was the 
best he'd ridden, and that his 
suspicions were confirmed about the 
Northwest. He said the bonus was that 
not only was the terrain the best that 
he'd ridden but that the people really 
had it together. Paulich took first 
Open B and a seventh overall with a 
penalty of nine minutes, 128 seconds. 

There were several areas of the 
course that were new to knobby tires. 
Many comments were made that 
instead of vee-rut trails, the trails were 
flat and. new. This was greatly 
appreciated by all riders, especially 
the National riders. 

Dave Sherman, the AMA referee, 
had tight control of the run. He also 
provided a camera car for the 
journalists covering the event. Thanks 
to Gary, our driver, we got to five of 
the toughest areas for pictures, 

One interesting comment was made 
after that first glass of milk after the 
run. “This would be a great place for a 
Six Day,” said Mike Rosso of Team 
Suzuki. e.

Singleton 
says, “You 
better have 
your act 
together!"

"Hell, if you're goin' to Europe, you better 
have your act together real good," drawled 
Dale Singleton as he leaned against a chain- 
link fence in the pits at Sears Point offering 


Harry Klinzmann some advice. 
It was Friday before the race 
weekend, an open practice day, 
and the weather--which would 
later force postponement of the 
National road race — was already 
threatening. 

“It’s nothing like it is over here,” 
Singleton continued. “You go out 
there at the Match Races, for instance, 
and they give you 10 laps of practice 
on a track you've never seen before. 
Then they say ‘OK, let's line ’em up.’ 


“If you can’t go out in 10 laps and 
be within a second of the track record, 
then you might as well go up in the 
stands and drink beer. Them damn 
Match Races, that's the ungodliest 
thing I've ever seen. No practice, man. 
Them English guys ride there every 
week, you know and they know the 
track just like we eat breakfast. You're 
trying to figure out which way to go, 
and you've got the bike down chat- 
terin' and slidin' and really thinkin' 
you're getting a good ride goin' and 
them guys just ride around you on the 
outside, on Kawasakis with shocks on 
both sides. You know, just some guy 
like Mick Grant or somebody like that, 
some guy you just blew by at Daytona. 


“It’s just ‘cause they ride there all 
the time. The British, they had all 
their guys there, and just qualified 
who they wanted to run. We just run 
what we brung: It was definitely one- 


sided. The British guys had their act 
down when they got tothe race track, 
and of course me and half the 
Americans on the team didn’t know 





which way the track went, you know. 

“We followed Kenny around a few 
times. He helped us out a lot over 
there, but it was just real slow getting 
caught onto it. It was real cold and 
tires weren't working that good. You 
get to a track like that and you gotta 
get your lines worked out and sort out 
your gearing and you just don't have 
enough practice. Come race time, 
thats why they blew us away. We 
weren't prepared. 

"The thing is," Singleton said, "if 
we went over there for the Match 
Races and got decent practice, we'd 
kick their asses all over the place. 
‘Cause everything happens so fast, you 
don't really get hooked up until the 
last leg of the last race. It's just bam, 
bam, bam, bam. Get it on, get it off. 

"In Europe, there's not enough time 
between road races to forget what 
you've learned, whatever it might be. 
You go there, you race, you load up, 
you go to another race. I mean it's ust 
racing, racing, racing, racing and 
they're all so close together. 

“And then when you get over into 
Italy and France, if you can get up, eat 
breakfast, drive out to the race track 
and get into the pits, then you've done 
a major accomplishment. We left our 
passes inside the hotel one morning. 
My friend Melvin was driving and 
we're headed for the pits. These guys 
are screamin' and hollerin' and talking 
in French and I-talian, just raising hell 
like the AMA does here. So Melvin 
says, ‘OK, hang on. We're gettin’ in 
the pits.” 

“So these guys are screamin’ and 
pointin’ at these big signs, “Show us 





your passes, show us your passes.’ Hell, 
ole Melvin just gassed it up, crashed 
into the gates gettin’ into the pits and 
everythin’. It was unreal. Guys cussing 
us out in French and everything. But 
we got into the pits, and they never 
came and took us away or anything. 

"I'll tell you, though," Singleton 
said, "it's good to go over there. You 
gotta go there one time just to get into 
the program, just to know what's going 
on and when it’s goin’ on, because it’s 
just so much different over there. It's 
nothing like United States racin'. Ain't 
nothin' like it. The people over there 
are so much into the race and 
everything. 

"If you've never been to Italy or 
France, there just isn't that much to do 
like there is over here in the States. 
Like there's 40 different things a 
family can do on a weekend here, no 
problem, very convenient to their own 
home. Over there, when they're havin' 
a motorcycle race, that is the big deal. 
That's number one. That's the major 
thing that's happening over there, 
that's the big time. They're into racin' 
and you know it when you're there. 

"I thought America had a good race 
program, but racin' here ain't crap 
compared to what it is over there. Гт 
not knockin' Americans or anything, 
and I wouldn't want to go over there 
and live, either, but they've got their 
act together when it comes to racing. 

"Even the press is different over 
there. You race on Sunday, and you're 
eating breakfast on Friday morning as 
you read about your race out of a full- 
color magazine. It's unreal. After that 
race is over, that press room is burnin' 
down. We was comin' back on the air- 
plane, and I was kicked back. This 
Japanese newspaper is laying up in the 
seat a row ahead ofme. I picked it up 
and it's got a big picture of Roberts, 
Cecotto and Baker at Paul Ricard. It's 
got the full coverage story of the race 
in a Japanese newspaper two days after 
the race. 


"But just because the people dig 
road racing and the press covers it 
good doesn't mean it's easy goin' over 
there. At Imola, I qualified 11th and 
rode 10th overall there, with a wet 
racetrack. That kind of scared me 
‘cause I've never really ridden in the 
rain that much. It wasn’t rainin’, but 
the track was wet. I did pretty good at 
Paul Ricard. I had misfortune of 
seizing a couple engines before the 
race. But I got it hooked up and turned 
third fastest time in qualifying. 

“I was runnin’ good in the race, 
about fifth overall, and a bearing or 
something went out on the bottom 
end, so I had to retire with nine laps to 
go. That's how it went. That’s the first 
time a motor of mine has quit on me in 
a race. First time. Mechanical failure! 
Just quit, laid down and said ‘That’s as 
far as I'm goin', I'm down, bam!' That 
was the first time, and that's the way it 
goes. 


“The problem was too many miles, 
man. We didn’t have time to work on 
it. We didn’t have time to maintain 
the motor. I had a new crank and 
everything to put in, and ended up not 
having time to do it. I ran my old 
motor to death over there, 1,200 miles 
on a crank. It finished Daytona, the 
Match Races, Imola and almost Paul 
Ricard, plus the practice sessions. 


“My sponsor hired a mechanic to 
help me and he couldn't handle the 
Match Races. So I put him on an air- 
plane and sent him home. I do all my 
own work on the bike. My friend 
Melvin travels with me, but he's not a 
mechanic, but he can do small stuff 
like change tires and gearing and a lit- 
tle bit of safety wiring, easy stuff. I'm 
kind of showing him along. 

"I don't need a mechanic, because I 
can't get along with a mechanic. I 
cannot get along with somebody doin' 
stuff with my bike. More than 
anything I just need somebody to do 
driving with me and try to get my stuff 


a little more organized, because there's 
a lot more to racing than going out 
and getting on the motorcycle. It's just 
like goin' on a vacation. Every time 
you get ready to leave you got all your 
stuff to pack up, you gotta remember 
to do this and throw out the cat and 
leave this guy a note. You got to call 
here and call there to see if the parts 
came in, you gotta do this and do that. 
It's just a big hassle for one guy to do 
it, and that's my deal right now. 

"Im trying to handle everything 
myself, and it's three hands full and 
I've only got two hands. I've got such 
responsibility to take care of that it's 
more than I can do. It kind of makes 
me a little jealous to come to the track 
and see my competitors kicked back 
with three guys working on their 
motors. Their mechanics say 'OK, it's 
time to ride, so they put on their 
helmet and go out. They come back 
in, say ‘It’s too rich,’ or “The gearing’s 
not right,” then kick back for another 
hour. Then they come back and the 
bike’s all shaped. And I’m over there 
just bustin’ ass, gettin’ that motor 
ready. 

“J just need somebody to do the 
runnin’ around, to do the little stuff 
like runnin’ to the airport for parts. I'll 
work on the bike at home, and when 
it’s on the racetrack it'll finish. I’m not 
worried about the motor. But when I 

o back to Europe in October for an 
Invitational race at Imola, I'll have my 
act together. I'll be ready for them 
boys. I'll have a spare motor --tht's 
what you got to have. and I'll put my 


motors up against anybody's. І don't. 


have any complaints about my equip- 
ment that way. The results will settle 
any questions about my motors. 

"But the main thing is that I'm goin' 
to have my trip a whole lot more 
organized next time. I want to learn 


how to speak a little Italian, because 
you've got a problem if you can't talk a 
little of the language over there. You 
go into a store to buy some window 
cleaner, and you got all these funky 
cans with Italian written on them. 
What do you do? Take the tops off 
all of ‘em and spray until you get the 
right one? Or if you go up to the chick 
at the counter and ask for window 
cleaner or some (Formula) 409, and 
you motion in sign language like 
you're cleaning a window, she looks at 
you like you're crazy. 

"You got to take everything with 
you, paper towels and window cleaner 
and all sorts of littie things. You can't 
go over there with the intention of 
buying something. We went over 
without a gas can, because we didn't 
have enough room in our crate to put 
in one. It took a damn week to find a 
gas can over there, and when we did, it 
cost $25. Just for a five-gallon gas can. 
American's don't think nothin' of 
jumpin' into the car and drivin' down 
to the 7-11 store to buy something. 
You don't do that bull over there. You 
gotta take everything with you. Take 
all your clothes. Don't count on these 
people for nothin'.Take everything you 
can. 

“The way to go is to take a motor 
home packed to the ceiling with 
groceries. That damn spaghetti gets 
old. If you're hungry and you gotta 


-eat, you gotta pay the price. If you 


want to drink a Coke, you pay $1.25 


for it or else drink water and you 
have the runs for a week. It’s your 


choice. 


"I finally talked them into fixing. 


eggs for breakfast. Eggs and bacon 
over there is a big deal. You go into 
the restaurant and tell them you want 
bacon and eggs, and they can't under- 
stand that. So you draw them a picture 


of bacon and eggs. I never could draw 
a fried egg. I had to draw them sunny- 
side-up. That's how I always got my 
eggs and I hate them like that. You 
know, big yolk stickin' up in the mid- 
dle, ha ha. None of the food they serve 
over there is really cooked up. The way 
they cut their hogs overthere, bacon 
looks like a cross breed between a piece 
of bacon and a piece of ham. It looks 
like bacon on one end and ham on the 
other. It's weird. It's not even cooked. 
They just throw it in a skillet, run it 
through some hot grease and throw it 
on the plate. You got. to raise hell to 
get the food cooked up better. And 
they serve you warm water to drink. 
Sometimes they serve a dollar Coca 
Cola warm. You want milk, they just 
get it off the shelf — warm milk. 





"TII tell you," said Singleton, "when 
I landed in San Francisco after the 
flight home, I jumped down and star- 
ted kissing the ground. I was glad to be 
home. I tell you: what, American 
people have got it made. That's it. 
They got it made. They don’t know 
how good they got it until they got to 
some hole like Europe. It's true. That's 
gospel. 

"But one thing the Europeans got 
on us is racing. All the people over 
there are into it and love it. And I love 
the way they run their programs over 
there. They get on, get off--race and 
go home. That's it. That's the way it 
ought to be here, too. 

"Hey, I'm goin' back. But when I 
do, I'm gonna be ready for those boys. 
And they better watch out." e.

fourth place. On the third lap, Baeder 
was out and Homchick cruised for the 
rest of the race until John Gidney 
started catching him. Hyman passed 
Lee, and took third by only three bike 
lengths. 

In 350cc/500cc/Open GP, it was 
almost the same story, but this time 
Expert Harry Klinzmann took the 
command of that race ahead of 
Baeder, Billy Addington, and Chuck 
Parme. On the second lap Baeder was 
out, Gil Martin took the second spot 
and Chuck Parme passed Billy 
Addington. They remained in that 
order until the checkered flag. Barry 
Elliot took the 350cc GP win and John 
Gidney the 500cc. 

The battle between Chuck Parme 
and Billy Addington took place once 
again in the four-stroke GP race, 
where Addington led the race, after 
passing Parme on the first lap, for four 
laps. Parme repassed him and won. 
Whit Blakeslee, who was running 
third on a Ducati 900 Desmo from 
Champion Motorcycles, ran out of gas 
on the sixth lap, leaving that place to 
Don Gorak on a Kawasaki. 

Another rider experienced a 
misjudgment in the consumption of 
gas during the 500cc/750cc/Super 
Cafe race. Danny Coe, astride a 
Yamaha RD400 from Specialists II, 
was running second behind Steve 
Sowden and his Kawasaki KZ 1000 
and could have passed him if Sowden 
didn’t block him in every turn. Coe 
was losing four seconds a lap because 
of that, and ran out of gas on the 
seventh lap of the nine-lap race. 
Danny told a reporter after the race, 
“We were running three jet sizes 
richer, and didn't expect to consume 
that much."

Mountain Enduro 
(Finally)

MAY 14 

Mother Nature celebrated 
Mother’s Day by allowing the Cal 
Poly Penguins to run the twice- 
rained-out 28th Hi-Mountain 
Enduro. Unfortunately, the delays 
resulted in a loss of 40 miles of course 
and 120 of the original 300 entries. 

On Saturday night, the Penguins 
showed movies of past events. To make 
sure that no one thought they were 
ordinary home movies , they pointed 
out their own genuine star, Steve 
McQueen. 

The first loop started with a brisk 20 
MPH average which led to the first 
check at 10 miles. This was an easy zero 
for the A riders, but was pretty fast for 


the C riders for which the loop was 
designed. Between the first and second 
check, it was “get it on” time as only 
the better As were able to maintain the 
average. 

The course was a combination of 
valley trails and ridge running on fire 
breaks that seemed to be near vertical. 
The second check was the tie-breaker 
and had most riders three to 10 
minutes late. The course then went 
down a paved road. The speed 
averages to the finish would have been 
ridable for most riders if they had been 
allowed to get back on time, but most 
were late to the last secret check and 
the finish of the loop. All eight C 
riders who finished trophied. Martin 
Sharpe took the C Open win with 87 
points lost, Curt Clark won the 250cc 
class with a much better 31 points and 
Kevin Win was the 125cc class winner 
with 124 points dropped. 

The second loop had no start check 
and reran the first part of the fist loop, 
except at 24 MPH. The riders who left 
early and gambled had a big 
advantage over the riders who left on 
time, and many were able to zero the 
check at about the 18-mile point. Soon 
after the course led through some 
private land where the average had 
dropped to 10 MPH for P.R. reasons. 

After a couple of miles of paved 
road, the course turned off into a 
pasture with two-foot-high grass, 
which made looking for rocks and ruts 
exciting to say the least. After another 
15 miles of checkless course, which 
consisted of tough ridges and trails that 
had the best riders late again, the 
course dropped down to the Pozo 
Saloon where a 15 minute gas stop was 
located. 

At this point, many of the exhausted 
riders decided that the saloon had 
more to offer than the remaining 25 
miles of course, especially since it was 
only a few miles down a road back to 
the pits. For the hardy ones, it was 
back on the course at 30 MPH down 
the paved road, past the turkey farm 
and back into the hills. 

This section provided some of the 
toughest ridge riding, considering the 
heat and the demanding 85 miles the 
riders had already completed.

Referee 
Larry Rego deserves credit since he 
owns the only speedometer in the club 
and rode his very first enduro earlier 
this year. The course, which had 
some of the most outstanding views 
most riders will see, had ribbon and 
arrows in abundance. Like most tough 
runs, the 66 finishers thought it was a 
great one. The milages and clocks 
were spot on and the 51 happy trophy 
winners left with their gold by 4 p.m., 
an achievement which more clubs 
should try for. е
